ing Anaesthetics. 


Dr. W. A. Schtange describes in t h e 
Roussky Vratch a n easy test which he 
has devised to determine w h e t h e r a pa­ 
tient w h o h a s been told t h a t h e must 
undergo surgical t r e a t m e n t is in con­ 
dition to survive t h e administration of 
an anaesthetic. If t h e patient is unable 
to hold bis breath for t w e n t y seconds 
t h e Indications nre t h a t bis h e a r t Is 
so w e a k that b e could n o t be subjected 
to t h e strain likely to be imposed by 
t h e anaesthetic. 


General anaesthesia is particularly 
dangerous to persons suffering 
from 
myocardial changes, a condition which 
does not permit of ready recognition. 
For this reason t h e simple test sug­ 
gested by Dr. W. A. Schtange will be 
welcome by t h e anaesthetist if extend­ 
ed experience should verify t h e doctor's 
assertions. 


T h e t e s t is based on t h e fact t h a t a 
healthy person can suspend breathing 
from thirty to forty seconds. 
This, t h e 
a u t h o r states, depends n o t on t h e lung 
capacity, but on t h e vigor of t h e heart 
muscle. 
I n persons with w e a k hearts 
the time Is shortened to t w e n t y or 
even t e n seconds. T h e patient, seated 
in a chair, Is told to t a k e a moderately 
deep inspiration a n d with t h e mouth 
closed to bold bis brenth a s long a s be 
can. T h e shorter t h e time t h e patient 
can suspend breathing t h e greater t h e 
d a n g e r of a n anaesthetic, t h e latter be­ 
ing contraindlcated if t h e t i m e is less 
t h a n t w e n t y seconds.—New York Medi­ 
cal Journal.

It seems mllicr n grotesque; twist of fate tlmt we should raise Hno 
oranges in Southern California, through an absolutely frostless season. 
}UK1 have theni frozen in transit. 
That's what has been happening 
•luring the last month. 


We have all heard of unprecedented weather, or unusual weather. 
In the I'nited States and the world,-'wu get some of this hind every 
year. 
There is nothing really monotonous about, the seasons—they 
eertainly vary, and they do it at unexpected times. This year, during 
' the holidays, a tight freeze-up occurred all over the middle west— 
worse than it has been in some time, .mid Canada has been doing a 
little freezing 1 lint is hard enough to be unusual even for that country. 


Lemons and bananas and other fruit have always been recognized 
as wholly unsalable after having been frozen in the ears, but in past 
years there has been n salvage on a car of oranges that has been 
frozen iti transit. 
Now the officials are looking askance at the frozen 
oranges. In cold weather a ear of lemons is run into a round house, 
while a car of oranges stands outside. 
That has been the railroad 
custom. 
The facts then, are that oranges have been getting hard hit 
on the track in the middle; west andhG'unada. 


The railroads have tried all lands "of schemes, even to putting 
mnall oil-stoves in the ears. The .stoves could not be supervised, and 
as a result cars have been ruined by .oil-smoke, and in one instnnce a 
train arrived in a middle western town 
S O U K ; years ago a flaming torch 
from end to end. 


Tim weather in the East is mildc£,the last ten days. 
Oranges will 
travel better and sell better. 
Hut ^hf market has been badly hit 
lately because of frozen oranges, arid the trouble is that although 
brokers and agents may see at a glance lhat the oranges were frozen 
in the car, it will be believed by m£ny that they were frozen on the 
tree. 
It's a big problem to ship jjtrcoii fruit three thousand miles 
through ^alternating semi-tropic and temperate zones. 


Across to Sydney 


The Charter Oak Citrus Association has just shipped 2000 boxes 
of oranges to Australia, and they were packed in what is known as 
.'Imperial bushels, about 07-100 of an orange box.. The returns are 
about a dollar to the grower for what would be an ordinary box. 


These are special orders that come through the San Francisco agents 
of the California Fruit Crowers' E.^iange, and the business is good. 
It s t u d s u train of thought concerning the South American trade, and 
-also if tlli! orange trade on the eontnjqut will ever become an interest­ 
ing factor in the raising of oranges and lemons in California. 


The special package for Austral in is only an illustration of cus­ 
toms thai exist elsewhere. 
The trade demands product; in their own 
peculiar amounts and according to; what they have handled in past 
years. 
There are two things that might be done—to educate the for- 
"eign trade to our .standard boxes, or depart from past methods and 
pack to suit. The shoe business 
complied 
with 
European 
custom 
years ago, and captured the cream of the trade all over Furopc.

The European War Lesson. 


C 


^ H E 
CONFLICT in Europe has had two 
J 
effects on the Covina valley. 
It has 
r 
brought prosperity in certain sections and 
to certain people. 
And to others it has 
made life somewhat more difficult. 
No person is 
really poor in the Covina valley. 
Some are merely 
poorer, that's all. 


But we are very fortunate in this valley, in that 
we are not depending on a factory or a mill for our 
support. 
Thousands are out of work in the eastern 
cities, while here, the ranchers have more work than 
for several years inasmuch as they are doing it them­ 
selves. 


The one big lesson that I see because of the strin­ 
gent times (and they are very stringent in the East), 
is the lesson that comes right home to me. The peo­ 
ple of the valley are trading more in Covina—they 
are trading more with me. 
My books show today 
that there is a steady and healthy sale increase each 
month. 


'Why is this a fact? Because the lack of money 
among the ranchers following the frost and floods 
made them more cautious. 
They did not make so 
many and frequent trips into the large city. 
They 
scrutinized prices closer, and the result was that my 
trade increased, as did also the trade of the other 
merchants in Covina. 
They bought at home, not 
from 
sentiment, not because anybody had been 
hounding them with "trade-at-home" stuff, not be­ 
cause any public spirited organization had asked 
them to support their own town, BUT BECAUSE 
THEY COULD GET BETTER VALUES FOR LESS 
MONEY. 


And so I have come to this conclusion—arrived 
at it some time ago—that it is foolish to try to get 
people to trade at home excepting one way, the 
right way—give them more for their monay than 
they can get elsewhere. 
That's the only thing. And 
I'm doing it, and my sales-slips are increasing every 
month. 


And that leads me to say another thing which is 
important. 
Is there any merchant in Covina that 
will pay a wholesale house in Los Angeles more 
money for an article than he would pay another 
wholesale house in Sari Francisco? 
He certainly 
would not. 
And you couldn't make him sue it by 
telling him that he ought to keep his money in his 
own county. 
They buy as closely as possible, and 
when the rancher and the workingman is thoroughly 
waked up to the necessity of buying closely, he does 
it also, as witness the increase of trade in Covina 
during the last two years. 


' 
I'm going to take up several phases of the busi­ 
ness question from week to week, and if anybody has 
a suggestion, I shall be glad to avail myself of it. 
Meantime, I am satisfied because of two things—that 
my business is better than ever, and that I have dis­ 
covered the reasons why.
